While the above major pro- 
posed changes would be made, 
Kimley-Horn also proposed the 
city update its signalization in 
other intersections, providing one 
signal light for each lane of traffic 
except in intersections where only 
flashing signals would be used. 

The company said funding 
could come from a variety of 
sources, including revenue shar- 
ing, general oblicagions bonds, 
Basoline and cigarette tax and 
other local revenue.

“It 
appears that county and state 


funds may be available to assist 
the city in implementing recom- 
mended projects.” 

It goes on to state that “it 
appears" that county and state 
maintenance forces could handle 
some of the projects, that some 
would be accomplished as part of. 
the federal aid secondary system 
and ,county funds would be 
available for still others. 

“It should be... pointed ош, 
however," the report reads, ."'that 
this designation of funding 
responsibility in no way implies 
that funding is available.
